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REMARKS 

Objections to Claims 6 and 15 

On page 8 of the Office Action dated October 6, 20 03 5 Examiner stated that Claims 6 and 1 5 
would be allowable to overcome the cited rejection if they were rewritten to include all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. Claims 6 and 1 5 were previously amended 
in the Response to Office Action dated November 20, 2003, to overcome the cited rejection. Claims 
6 and 15 have been rewritten to include all of the limitations of the base claim and all intervening 
claims. Thus Claims 6 and 1 5 should be in a form for allowance. 

Claims 1-5, 7-14 and 16-24 

Claims 1-5, 7-14 and 16-24 are hereby canceled.

Applicant respectfully submits that Claims 6 and 15, now pending, are in condition for 
allowance.
